The Priſoners aforeſa:d being in ſundry places apprehended, order was 
given for tlzeitTryals at the JeltionSÞf Fer and Termiiner, holdewat tlic Sef: 
frens-Houſe in the Old Baley, Rc. where Walcot being Arraigned, -Pleaded: Not 
Guilty to his Tndiftment; in which were Tpecified the Trezſons of which he 


. ſod accuſed, as his deſigning the Myythgr of the King, and a miſerable 


Naughter of his Subje&s, ro l:avy War and Rebellion, &c. whereupon the E- 
vidence being gated, the prigcipal of which were Coll.gel Rumſey, Mr. Weſt 
ad Mr, #zeling, who having declar:d the manner of the Conſpiracy, and to 
what intent it was carryed on, charged the Priſoner with being at divers Con- 
ſults, where the death of the Kingand the Duke of 7ork were reſolved upon, 
and that upon their return from New-market ; at what time Walcot was a 
pointed with a Commanded. Party to fall upon the Guards, whilſt Rumbeld . 
the Malſter was to Atlaſfinate his Majeſty and Royal Highneſs, and others to 
Kill che Poſtitliatn, . Coachman and Horſes, and that they tiled him the Eng- 
liſh Gatin, ſaying; he woud be ſuch when at the head of an Army. And it was 
further witneſſed againſt him, that hehad-provided himſelf Horſe and Arms, 
and went to _ pap of + nor anger ng DO 20 did approve 
of its commod! $5 forthe perpetration ot the Villany, which was to have 
beey Nas overthrown Crt tad HisMaxeſtiesCoach;and thar 
the Priſoner was tempted to-undertake the actual Aflaſſination, but he refu- 
ſec ir, ſaying; he would not-kill a naked men, but would undertake Fighting 
the Guards.-; Theſe. and other Treaſooable Confpiracies being proved againſt 
kim, .and a Eetter;produced which he had ſent to Sir Leolive Jenkins, therein 
promiſing t5 make # more” perfe&t diſcovery of the Helliſh deſign, bortt in 
Fagkand hd Ireland, thaw whiat as he Lelieved others were able ta do, if he 
might thereby hope for any mercy at His Majeſties hands ; as likewiſe an 0- 
ther Letter taken from him in Priſon, drawn up in order to be ſent to a Friend 
of his, to intreat Collonel Ramſey and Mr. Weſt to be favourable to him- in- 
their Evidence, he wes: found Guilty ; and two days after, viz. on Saturday 
}a# received Scnten=e to be Drawn, Hanged and Quartered : At what time 
he only defir2d that his Friends might be permitted to viſit him during his 
continuance in Newzate, Which was allowed ; and fo, as a Man not ſeem 
much. concerned” at what had befallen him, he was conveyed to thes, place 
from whence he came. ITS. | 

VPHfam Honeſacceeding Walcor in taking his Tryal at the Old-Bailgforv0n- 
fpiring the Death of the King, Leavying War, and procuring Arms,/\with rha- 
ny treaſon2ble Expreiliggsby him uttered, he at firſt denyed the Irdidtment 
j-gcneral; and' pleaded. Not Gzilty; but better conſidering with hind{alf, he:de- 
fred to retrat} rhar Plea, and plead Guilty as to the Conſpiracy againſt the: 
Kitts Life, but would notconfeſs hisproturing Arms ; yet up>nhis Tryal;-it: 
og phinly proved-that-a Horſe and Arms. were provided, and: that; he was 
©tn- in the Ailaſſination, that he had been at ſeveral traitcrous conſults,

and malitiouſly ſpoken divers Treaſonable words,” moſt of which he owned 
in Court, ſeeming greatly troubled that he had conſented ro ſo great a Wicked- 
neſs, declaring to God and the World, that-Rizchard Goodenough had ſeduced him, 
and perſwaded him to enter into the Helliſh Conſpiracy, as alſo ſome others 
of the Confpirators, by inſinuating the-pretendedgrievences of the Nation, and 
laying before him the advantage that would accrie thereby. 

John Rouſe this time failing of an- ſpworamus Jury , having been upon his- 
Tryal at the O!d-Baley found Guilty ©: divers Conlpiracies, and Tray- 
terous Contrivances againſt the -Life of "His Majeſty , contrived and 
and committed, according Sit was grven in'Evidenceogainft hum, both before 
and fince his being a Prifoner th the Tower, was Sentenced for High-Treaſon, * 
together with Waket and Hone; the Sentence being, That they, and-eirher of 
rhem ſhould return tothe placefrom whence they cante, ' and from rhence 'be 
drawn upon Hurdles,or Sledges;to the phce'of Execution, and there be Hang; 
ed up by the Necks, then cut down alive, their Bowels taken our, afid 
Privities cut off to be burnt before their Faces, their Heads cut off, and Quar. 
ters divided, Oc. Upon which, Rouſe made a long Preamble about his being 
_ as to many particulars, yet declared he was willing to ſubmit tothe 
Law, Oc. 

The Tryals over, and Sentence as is ſpecified, they were. carryed to New- 
gate, where, for the moſt part, they were kept aſſunder , yet had divers of 
their Friends came to viſit them, 'and many godly Miniſters to give them ad- 
vice for their Souls kcalrh,. laying before them the, heinouſneſs of the Crime ; 
and the rarher, becacauſe they had ſinned agajnſt ſuch goodneſs, and a vated 
the Crime in Conſpiring againſt the Life of a Prince, under whom they did 
and might have Lived happily ; but ſeeing Divine Juſtice had overtaken them, 
andno hopes of continuing long in this World, that they would bethink them- 
ſelves, and ſpend the few moments that were left them ro the advantage of 
their Immortal Souls, and not through negle& render themſelves doubly 
. wretch-4 : To this and ſuch 's Ghoſtly advice they were obſerved to be ve. 

ry attentive , eſpecially Zone, who expr abundance of ſorrow. for the 
greatneſs of his offence, 1, ys by reaſon of his former Sins, and his re- 
tuſing to be reclaimed, God had ſuffered him to fall into thisgreat Tempta-. 
tion, UYeſiring, the Prayers of all good men, faying that if he might Live, 

all rhe buſineſs of his Life would prove inlufficient to expiate fo: great a 

Crime. 

Walcot and Rouſe appeared more retired and reſerved, the former ſeeming, 


for-he-molt part ailltuly.abſtinateor I in his countenance appear- 
ed a remorſe and ry, for what he h ed, ſceming rather to —_ 
 thendeny the horrid deſign, &c. 

Rouſe was obſerved for the moſt part to be greatly dejefted, often Lament- 
ing, his wretched ſtate ;, and thugs_contznued theſe Miſcreants, whom Malice , 
hope of -Gai br P dels Froutbromia and a 4inaful) though de: 
{-rved end, on this 2otb. of Faly, on which = they weredrawn upon Sledg- 
es to tie place of Execution, where after they had expreſſed a forrow for the 


henious Conſpiracy, and treaſonable Crimes intended againſt the Life of the 
Leſt of Kings, &c. and faid ſome ſhort Prayers, they luffered according to 
the Sentence aforeſaid,

informed are by His Majeſties Bounty reſtored ro their Relations: And thus 
fell thoſe miſerable men the ſad Example of offended. Juſtice, having brought 
themſelves to ſhameful ends, by defigning the blackeſt of Crimes ; bur 'tis 
often apparent, that thoſe who. aCt againſt the Lives of Sacred Kings, fre- 
quently fall into the Snare themfelves have laid, as it was obſerved. by the 
inhumane Monſters that Trayterouſly, barbarouſly and Villainouſly.Maur- 
thered His Majeſties Father of, Bleſſed memory, and indeed in all Ages 
wherein ſuch wicked deſigns have. taken Birth : For God has declared, Ze 
that ſpils Mans Blood, by Man ſhall his Blood. be ſpilt. And certainly to con- 
trive and deſign it by Helliſh and Diabolick Confpiracies, is no lels heinous 
in the ſight of. the Juſt Creator : Therefore I hope this timely and moſt Mi-
